The West Needs Railway Competition 

When the V.V. and E. railway bill 
was before the senate, Hon. Dr. De 
Veber, spoke as follows: 

I did not propose to speak on this 
amendment, but T am forced so to do. 
The Hon. member for Prince Albert 
has been alluded to frequently in the 
debate as the member for Alberta. He 
is from Saskatchewan, | am from Al- 
hata, Not only from the province of 
Alberta but the constituency of Alber- 
ra, and |} should be sorry to have any 
of my people imagine that I held the 
views of the Hon. gentleman from Sas- 
katchewan on this question. 

Coming as I do from the west, hay- 
ing absorbed western ideas and being 
fairly conversant with western require- 
ments, I hope I may be pardoned if I 


take up a few moments of your time. } 


The transportation problem, as the 
Hon.gentleman from Saskatchewan has 
observed, is the problem of the west, 
and on its proper solution depend al- 
together the prosperity of the west, 
and on the prosperity of the west de- 
pends the prosperity of the whole Do- 
minion. 

Hon. Mr. Sullivan—Not by a jugful. 

Hon. Mr. DeVeber—A good deal of 
so-called patriotism has been introdue- 
ed into the argumnet before the House 
this afternoon. When t make the state- 
ment that no corporation or company 
ever conceived the idea ot building a 
railway purely out of patriotism; when 
I stated that no company vr corpora- 
tion ever constructed a railway purely 
out of philanthropy; when [ state that 
no corporation or company ever oner- 
ated a railway solely and exclusively 
in the interests and for the conveni- 
ence of their patrons. — I-think I am 
making a statement that no member of 
this House will have the temerity to 
endeavor to controvert. Railways are 
conceived and constructed and operated 
for one purpose only; and that pur- 
pose ts the deciaring of dividends. I am 
not against railways at all. | am very 
much in faver of them, railways may 
be an unmixed blessing, but they may 
be at times nothing but an unnecessary 
evil. Every railway will give yzood ac- 
commodation, will give fair rates if 
compelled to do so, and to my mind 
nothing will compel them so to do but 
competition. 

Hon. Mr. Power—Hear, hear. 

Hon. Mr. DeVehber—and_ therefore 
we in the west look wpon it in this way; 
give us competition wherever it comes 
from, let it come from north, south, 


east or west, Canadian Pacifie railway, 
Canadian Northern ,the Grand Trunk } 
railway, or even from friend Jim Hill: 
but let it come,.and the more compe- | 
tition we have in the west the better 
for us. Hon. gentlemen who have not 
visited the west have a very small idea | 
of the extent of that country. I am 
locking at the question in a very 
small way when I say that the wheat 
helt extends for 400 miles in width of | 
territory, from 
bonndry of Manitoba to the Rockies. 
We have transcontinental line 
there finished and one partly built: | 
the Canadian Northern, and the one} 
which is to be built, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific—three linesgn a helt of terri- 
tory 400 miles in width. What would 
the people of Ontario say if they had 
only three lines in 400 miles? Would 
they be satisfied? Can you blame us!
